1. CARB0H7DBATE was quettloned concerning the possibility that one of the persons 

connected with the CADROIT files nig^t be a low level Soviet agent, developing low level 
info for the East. GARBO Innedlately ruled out several of the persons who are personally 
responsible for idiat is considered as ”hi^ level" i.e« highly classified infOTnation such 
as the MA files. If these persons were doubles, the infonoation they developed 

would probably not be considered as low level. However, all in all, there ax*e ten pers<His 
who could be considex*ed as being ingaged in work connected with one of the files in GAOROxT* 
They are: Heynen, Hempel, Rosehberg, Friedrich, Stelnicke, Relnsoh, Schiller, Hesse, and 

Richard ^erthl. (Note: As soon as we receive the original disnatchi we will send a tracer 

and start a special investigation on the natter. Apparently Cl U has the original dis* 
patch and altho Cl has requested a copy, one has not been foT^bcoi&ing as yet. I would 

also like to query the original source of this info concerning certain details so that we 
can pin down the logical suspect a bit more . ) 

2. CARBCXITDftATE raised the matter of Whether certain of these persooe, such as Heynen, 
get paid enough so that they would not be particularly susceptible to bribery. 

3. GARBOHTDBICTE mentioned that Dr Woltf previously (during the war) worked for Brltleh 
Intelligence when 4n the East. He also was a member of the partisan fighters (Tito*e side) 
In Tugoslavla during the war. After Wtf II, he worked as a Pfoertner in a hotel In Lina, 
Austria. There is no apparent intelligenoe connection t<^ay and Ifolff freely speaks about 
his former connections.
